The two rivets surrounding the city 


are, of course, the pUees most affected 
b? suicides. Some jump m from the 
flidof»doek*Bd 
are quickly whirled 


.wajbythe strong tide, while others, 
more particular, prefer the numerous 
ferry-boats plying « »" directions. 
There is hardly a boat on the river 
which has not her ghastly record of 
self-drowned people. Some prefer the 
Stolen Island boats, and deter the terri- 
ble jump till well out in the bay, when 
the boat is at full speed and timely as- 
sistance impossible. Very many choose 
the Central Park as the place to shuf- 
fle off their mortal coils, and scarcely 
a week passes but a suicide with rope 
or pistol occurs there. One gentleman 
not long ago climbed up a tree in the 
battery park at night, an#high amid 
the thick leaves hung himself with a 
strap. His body was only accidentally 
discovered weeks after by a park loun- 
ger. 
Numbers, impatient of immor- 


tality, choose to die in hotels, and have 
their bodies found m bed by a shneking 
chambermaid or terrified porter. A 
young ielldw of 21 not long ago engaged 
a room at a Fulton street hotel at mid- 
day, ordered a bottle of champagne 
drank it, lay down in bed, blew out hi 
brains, and died luxuriously, bom 
hotels are much affected for this pur 
pose, and one on the Bowery, near La 
nal street, has a long record of suicides 
bv pistol, poison and cord. I have n 
doubt the new Brooklyn bridge will b 
a favorite spot for suicides, and it i 
not at all unlikely that several morbi 
gentlemen have postponed their deat 
leap till they can achieve it from tha 
giddy height.

He spoke of the great work 
accomplished by the Republican pnrty, 
and the difficulties it had surmounted. He 
referred to the splendid condition which 
the government and financial aflairsof the 
country were in at present, and asked why 
anybody should desire a change.

thought it likely that the ordinary Demo- 
crat was honest in hi» desire for "a 
change," but could not imagine what 
they wanted lo change, noi had he been 
able to find one who could tell wherein 
a change was desirable. He closed with 
an eloquent and stirring appeal to his 
hearers to stand by the party which had 
demonstrated its abilily lo manage suc- 
cessfully the intricate affairs of the gov- 
ernment. 


Hon. J. G. Cannon was then introduc- 


ed, and spose for three-quarters of an 
hour, pouring hot shot into the demo- 
cratic party, reviewing its record and 
paying special attenlion to Ihe slate 
righls question. He referred to Ihe Ira- 
dilional democratic doctrine contained in 
the resolutions of 1798, and said that the 
rebel members of congress still maintain 
the justice of the lost cause, and when 
pressed to answer do not hesitate to aver 
that their allegiance is first due to their 
states. This dangerous heresy, which had 
brought on one terrible war, would, he 
insisted, bring on another in the future, 
if not throttled by the votes of the peo- 
ple 
Mr. Cannon was unusually earnest 


in his remarks, and was frequently ap- 
plauded. He was several times interrup- 
ted by Tom Beadles, the head-center of 
the Wheatland greenbackers, 
and an- 


swered his queries in good spirit and wilh 
crushing effect. 
The interruptions of 


Mr. Beadles called the attention flf the 
speaker to his competitor, James R. Scotl, 
who is the candidate of the democrats and 
greenbackers. Mr. Cannon said he would 
give $50 to any man who would, within 
the next Iwo weeks, bring him a state- 
ment over Mr. Scott's signature, stating 
whether he (Scoll) intended to vote for 
Hancock or Weaver. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Cannon s 


speech Beadles said he would like to 
make a few remarks, and he succeeded in 
talking everybody away in less than five 
minutes. 


There were present quite a number of 


the most prominent Democrats of the 
neighborhood, who gave the speakers a 
most respectful hearing, andthe meeting 
will doubtless result in much good.
